Immediately after the 
announcement of the result of the ballot 
for the presidential nomination Dr. Swal- 
low was proposed as the vice presidential 
nominee. The convention went wild over 
the suggestion, but Dr. Swallow, after a 
hurried conference with the Pennsylvania 
delegation, refused to accept the nomina- 
tion. 

During today’s session Chairman Stew- 
art, of the national committee, called for 
contributions for the campaign and over 
$7,000 was realized in a few minutes. 

John G Woolley is descended in the di- 
rect line from Emanuel Woolley, an Eng- 
lish Quaker, and friend of George Fox, 
who came to New England in 1608 and 
later became a large land owner in New 
Jersey, which is still the family seat. Dr. 
Woolley was born at Collinsville, O., Feb- 
1vuary 15, 180. He was graduated from 
the Ohio Wesleyan university in 1871, prac- 
ticed law in Paris, Iil., Minneapolis and 
New York until 1888, when he became a 
prohibitionist and from accepting occa- 
sional invitations to speak upon the sub- 
ject of the liquor traflic, drifted out of 
practice of his profession into the lectures 
field. He has resided in Chicago since 
1£?2, 

Henry B. Metcalf, of Rhode Tsland, 
prohibition nominee for vice p@esident, 
was born seventy-one vears ago. He is 
president of the Providence County Sav- 
Ings ba>k. Mr. Metcalf was formerly a 
republican, but joined the prohibition par- 
ty several yearas ago, and has been prom- 
inently idéntified with that party since. 
He has been the candidate of his party 
for governor several times, 


JONES MAY BE CHOSEN AGAIN. 


Little Rock, Ark., June 283.—Senator 
James K. Jones, chairman of. the demo- 
cratic national committee, left here this 
evening for Kansas City. It ts learned 
upon high authority that Mr. Jones will 
be Mr. Bryan's choice for re-election as 
chairman of the committee. The senator's 
health is very much improved and his 
close personal friends here helieve he 
will accept the chairmanship again. He 
declined to talk for publication today re- 
garding the latter subject. He stated to 
the Associated Press representative, how- 
ever, that his relations with wr. Bryan 
has néver been a jar between them. He 
declined to give any expression concern- 
ing the vice presidential nomination other 
than to say: 

“I have no doubt the convention at 
Kansas City will proceed deliberately and 
that. whatever action it takes will be 
based upon the soundest judgment of the 
ablest men in the body.”

GOVERNOR DOLE INAUGURATED 


Hawaiian Islands Now Have New 
Chief Executive. 

Honolulu, June 14.—(Correspondence cf 
the Associated Press.)—The last of the 
three great epoch-making events in the 
history of the annexation of the Hawailan 
islands to the United States of America, 
tock place this morning when Governor 
Ss. B. Dole, first executive of the Amer- 
ican territory, was inaugurated. Ths 
oath of office was taken and the inaugur- 
al address delivered cn the spot that was 
the scene of the other two events—the 
reading of the all-important proclama- 
tion of 1893 and the flag-ralsing of 1898 
Governor Dole was stvorn in and spoke to 
the people of Hawali from the steps of 
the building, where, seven years ago, he 
first prepared as the leader, and where 
for the first time, an actual beginning 
was made in negotiations with the Amer- 
ican government for annexation.

BRISTOW BACK FROM CUBA. 


Feurth Assistant Postmaster General 


Reaches Washington. 

Washington, June 28.—Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow, who for the 
past five weeks has been in Havana in- 
vestigating the Cuban postal frauds ard 
initiating reforms in the administration of 
the Cuban pc<stal service, returned to 
Washington tonight. Tomorrow: morning 
he will report to Postmaster General 
Emory Smith the results of his investiga- 
tion, together with recommendations tor 
the betterment of existing conditions, 
Concerning the reductions he had effected 
in the administration of postal affairs, he 
said: 

“The amount of money saved by the re- 
duction in the salaries of employees and 
the abolition of unnecessary olices aggre- 
gates over $100,000, or about 38 per cent of 
the total. There also will be considerable 
saving in tke administrative branches of 
the service. The reductions contempiated 
will in nowise impair the efficiency «f the 
posta] service of the isiland.”’ 

Mr. Bristow’s work practically com- 
plétes the scope of the work contempiated 
by the postmaster general when he was 
sent to the island. He declined to discuss 
the question of whether or not former 
Director of Posts Rathbone would be ar- 


rested.

United States. District Attorney Er- 
win Reaches New York. 

New York, June 28.—In an effort to 
have John F. Gaynor, W. T. Gaynor and 
E. H. Gaynor and B. D. Greene returned 
to Georgia for trial for their connection 
with former .Cantain Oberlin M. Carter 
in the Savannah harbor frauds, United 
States District Attorney Erwin and J. W.

A boat, manned by a couple of 
hotel employees, went to'the rescue, and 
it was with some difficulty that they 
brought the body ashore, as the Georgian 
Was a man of commanding figure, nearly 
six feet In height, and weighing 200 
pounds, 

Dr. E. J. Cook, of Erte, Pa., who was 
stopping at one af the hotels, was one of 
the first to arrive on the scene, and al- 
though he worked over the body for near- 
ly an hour, assisted by half a dozen men, 
all efforts at resuscitation proved futile 

It Is the opinion of the physicians that 
Mr. Blood was dead when taken from the 
water, as he was black in the face and 
all visible signs of life had disappeared. 
He was probably seized with cramps, al- 
though the doctor says possibly death was 
caused by apoplexy, 

Mr. Blood leaves a wife in the south, 
and she was notified this afternoon of the 
death of her husband. He arrived at the 
Sea Shore house with his ten-year-old son 
June 224 and intended to pass a few weeks 
at this resort. He had been a regular 
visitor at this hotel for several years, 
and his genial ways had won him many.

ENDLESS CHAIN IN TROUBLE. 


Judge Speer’s Remarks in Holding 
a Prisoner. 


Macon, Ga., June ®.<Spectal.)—A very 
interesting case was before United States 
Commissioner Erwin this morning. Last 
night Deputy Marshal George White ar 
rested C. H. Wight, late of Louisville, Ky., 
proprietor and general manager of the 
United States Co-operative Company, 
charged with violating section i490 of the 
United States code, which og 

sing the mails for fraudulent perposes. - 
” Wight "wae indicted by the grand jury 
of the sixth judicial cireuit of Kentucky 
and a true bill was found on June 11th, 
Oy being notified that Wight was in this 
community Commissioner Erwin issued a 
warrant for his arrest, This warrant was 
turned over to Deputy White, who found 
Wight at Albany and placed him under 
arrest. He was carried before Commis- 
sioner Erwin this morning at 10 o’ clock. 
The only question the commissioner hada 
to consider was that of identification and 
this the prisoner did not contest, freely 
admitting that he was C. H. Wight, the 
man referred to in the indictment, but de- 
nied his guilt of the offense, as charged. 
Commissioner Erwin referred the case to 
Judge Speer, who directed that the bond 
of $1,000 be given for the appearance ol! 
Wight at Frankfort. Richard N. West- 
broke, of Albany, stood Wight’s bond. 

Wight had a great scheme according to 
the finding of the grand jury at Frank- 
fort. This charges him with running 4 
sort of endless chain scheme which was a 
great bonanza,’ if true. According to tite 
grand jury’s statement, Wight sent one 
Clarke a.letter. in which he offered to 
him five coupons worth 25 cents each for 
$1.25. Clarke was to sell the coupons to his 
friends for 2 cents each and send back 
$1.25 to Wight, then when each of the 
parties to whom he sold coupons sent 
Wight $1.25 each for five coupons he was 
to send Wight a money order for $5, 
which would really give Wight $% clear 
profit for selling ftve caupons. Then each 
of the purchasers of \he coupons from 
Clarke were to get $5 from Wight when 
they sold five coupons and so on. If Wight 
kept his word about paying the $5 he 
would make $1.26 on each person without 
investing a cent, 

The prisoner was then carried before 
Judge Speer, who at once bound the ac- 
cused over for trial in Kentucky. Judge 
Speer, in taking this action sald: 

‘It will be observed that the court does 
not require proof that the grand jury in 
Kentucky had probable cause for its ac- 
tion. It is presumed to have done its du- 
ty and the accused will be bailed or re- 
moved for trial. Should I hold otherwise 
the district attorney of Kentucky must 
come here with his witnesses to prove 
that his’ grand jury did ‘true present- 
ments make,” Let this be made essential 
or a part of the federal procedure and i 
will occasion the utter paralysis of the 
criminal prosecutions in the United States 
courts in that multitude of cases where 
the accused is enabled to cross a state 
line. To illustrate this enormous injury, 
I have but to call attention to the fact 
that the district attorney of this districé 
is now in New York with many witnesses 
seeking to satisfy a judicial officer there 
that a grand jury of this district was not 
without justification tn finding an indict- 
ment charging certain defendants with 
conapeseey to embezzle public money in 
this district. His presence there is made 
obligatory. AS a result the criminal docKk- 
et cannot be disposed of. Perhaps a hun- 
dred men charged with crime can .g0 
hence or remain away without a trial and 
all because the evidence heard by a grand 
jury of this district must be reviewed by 
a United States commissioner on judge in 
New York. Let this practice be establisn- 
ed in every federal judicial district ana 
congress may legislate al] it pleases 
against the evils of the day, yet power- 
ful men who-violate laws made for the 
gafety of the —, can snap their 
tingers at the officers of the law. The 
laws themselves will be mockeries and 
at+lay will defeat the government; disor- 
ganization and confusion will supplant 
the pure and impartial administration of 
justice which has characterized the na- 
tional courts from their organization to 
the present time.”

Macon Man Denies All the Allegations 
of Fraud and Deception. 


IT IS A LENGTHY DOCUMENT 


He Tells of Sums Borrowed To Con- 
duct Business. 
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PAYMENTS HE HAS MADE ON SAME 


Concert of Macon Choral Society 
Last Night—Interesting Case in 
Court—Other News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma. 
bcon, Ga.. June 2.—Mr. Roff Sims filed his 
answer today fn the cterk’s office of the 
United States qaourt to the petition in 
bankruptcy brought egainst him by sun- 
dry creditors. Mr. Sims dentes all the al- 
legations of fraud and deception made 
against him. His reply fs quite lengthy. 
Among other things he states that four 
years ago he borrowed from his mother. 
Mrs. Eleanor Sims, $4,300 to help operate 
hits shoe business, and gave her his note 
secured by a mortgage on hits stock ol 
goods. Thts money represented the pro- 
eeeds of a certain insurance policy on 
the life of his deceased father. 

Three years ago Mr. Sims borrowed 
$19,080 from his mother-in-law, Mrs. Leo 
Swift. of Columbus, to put into his shoe 
business. giving her his note secured by 
& mortgage on his stock of goods. 

He states that the $2,008.96 cash which 
he received from the sale of certain goods 
to the Dannenberg Company was paid on 
June lth to his mother, Mrs, Eleanor 
Sims, as part payment of the above men- 
tioned note and mortgage. 

He also says that of the $4,000 cash re- 
ceived from Cheek & Wright as part pay- 
ment on the balance of his stock, $1,930.50 
was paid on June 11th to his mother as 
part payment on the mortgage and note 
due her, and the remainder was paid to 
sundry employees for salary due, ana 
paid to various creditors, Waxelbaum & 
Bro, receiving $757.50, Union Savings bank 
and Trust Company recetving $966.23, 

The $7,500 received tn 1898 from the fire 
insurance companies went into his busi- 
ness. 

Referring to the charges relative to his 
connection with the Georgia Head ana 
Staving Company, he says he has no stock 
certificates for 158% shares of the capital 
stock of the concern, nor were any is- 
sued for his benefit. Under an option that 
he had, $15,000 of the stock was to be is-

T. C. Holmes, an employee, for $1,500 cash 
and this amount went tfnto the shoe busi- 
ness.

The resolution of the first republican 
convention seems to us to be directly 
contrary to the contention of the re- 
publicans who have passed a tariff 
law for Porto Rico. The New York 
Sun, however, is of the opinion that 
the resolution is the foerunner of the 
present republican policy. 

The line of reasoning which it fol- 
lows to reach such a conclusion is ob- 
scure to us. No one outside of the re- 
publican party today disputes that 
“the constitution confers upon con- 
gress sovereign power over the territo- 
ries for their government.” This power 
ig sovereign as far as it goes, and it is 
clearly outlined in the organic law. The 
government to be imposed upon the 
territories must be republican in its 
form and substance; it must confer up- 
on the inhabitants of these tefritories 
the same rights, immunities afd privi- 
leges which other citizens enpy under 
the formal definitions of the sconstitu- 
tion, subject to the limitatiahs which 


e, 
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tants of territories as distinguished 
from citizens of states. | 

But these differences and distinctions 
are all clearly set forth in the organic 
law. For the first time in the history of 
the republic a political party has set 
up the contention that the constitution 
does not of its own force extend over a 
territory belonging to the United 
States. With this contention goes the 
claim that both congress and the pres- 
ident, both creatures of the constitu- 
tion, are superior to the instrument 
that creates them. 

Acting upon this, the republicans 
have levied a tariff tax on all goods of 
Porto Rico entering the markets of the 
United States. As such imports are 
contrary to the express language of the 
constitution, Mr. McKinley's party is 
compelled to declare contrary to the 
terms and meaning of the plank in the 
first republican platform, which asserts 
that the “constitution confers sover- 
eign power over the territories for the!r 
government.” It is hardly necessary to 
say that the term “sovereign power,” 
as employed in this resolution means 
the powers set forth in the constitution 
itself. 

We call the attention of The New 
York Sun to the fact that the attempt 
'which was made by some of the re- 
| publicans to reaffirm the foregoing res- 
‘olution was a failure. General Gros- 

venor, Senator Foraker and the presi- 

‘dent put their heads together, and in 
the origina! draft submitted to the plat- 
form commitee at Philadelphia, wrote 
'as follows: “We reassert the principle 
which was the watchword of the re- 
publican party in its first great battle, 
|of which Abraham Lincoln was the il- 
|lustrious champion, and on which he 
'was elected president, that congress 
has full legislative power over the ter- 
ritory belonging to the United States, 
' subject only to the fundamental safe- 
guards of liberty, justice and personal 
rights,” 

This, however, was knocked out of 
the platform by the sub-committee ap- 
pointed to put the document in present- 
able shape. It was suppressed for very 
good reasons, In the first place, there 
Wag no such “watchword” in the plat- 
form on which Abraham Lincoln wag 
| first nominated; in the second place 
|'the phrase “fundamental safeguards of 
‘liberty, justice and personal rights” 
| flies directly in the face of the policy 
| which the republicans have inaugu- 
| rated in Porto Rico. 
| In short, the Grosvenor-Foraker-Mc- 
‘Kinley paragraph was suppressed be- 
‘cause, from beginning to end, it was an 
‘attack on the policy which Hanna has 
inaugurated. The paragraph begun: 
“We welcome the people of Hawaii, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines to the 
fellowship of our republican institu- 
tions,” and ended with the declara- 
tion which we have already quoted, 

From 1860 to the present day the 
constitution has stood in the way of 
almost every far-reaching republican 
programme, It was “a league with 
death and a covenant with hell;”’ it wag 
subject to “a higher law.” This was 
forty years ago. At present, as republi- 
can congressmen have freely asserted, 
the organic law is “‘time-worn and out 
of date;”’ it *‘stands in the way of prog- 
ress;” and “if we cannot go around it, 
we must walk over it.” 

And all because the protected inter- 
ests are afraid of the competing prod- 
ucts of American territories. To satisfy 
the greed of these interests the United 
States must refuse the rights and priv- 
ileges of even territorial citizenship to 
the inhabitants of our new possessions,

Red Tape at Washington Was the 
Cause of It. 


HE DID GOOD WORK IN CHINA 


Spent Money in Bringing Murderers 
to the Executioner. 


WAS AT A TIME WHEN BRITISH QUAKED 


Although the Consul Has Tried To 
Get His Gwn Money Back, He 
Has Failed. 


Union Springs, Ala., June 28.—(Special.)— 
The Constitufion’s report of the unpub 
lished facts concerning Rev. Robert War- 
ren Stewart's band of English mission- 
aries, massacred at Whasang, hear 
Kucheng, China, August 1, 188%, is emi- 
nently correct; but there still remains un- 
told facts about this matter. As you 
have mysteriously secured and taken up 
this Suppressed criminating report from 
Consul Hixon, ] desire to state other facts 
which should be made public. When the 
sad news was received by the consuls at 
Foochow, they were al] attending a dipio- 
matic reception. The appeals from the 
endangered missionaries who had tempor- 
arily escaped death at the hands of a 
fiendish Chinese mob, and who was still 
being hunted, had, no other effect upon 
the English consul tnan to cause his 
knees and legs to trembie like an aspen 
leaf.

Consul Hixson and Unitcd 
States Marshal William C. Hixson, real- 
izing that all efforts to persuade the Brilt- 
ish representatives tea go to the res-ue of 
those ten surviving missionaries had 
failed, they demanded of an official of 
China that he should furnish them with a 
body of goidiers and a steam faunch at 
once. Their requests were compiied with. 

With this gang of Chinese suidiera these 
American representatives went at once, 
during the night, up Minn river for many 
miles, to the scene gf trouble. Here they 
succeeded in rescuing the living and se- 
curing the bodies of those mutiiated dead 
missionaries, and brougnt them back to 
Foochow, where they buried the dead and 
cared for the others at the American con- 
sulate, Lhe entire British popu.atioa 
then lost ail respect for their own repre- 
sentatives, and would have nothing to do 
With them. They called upon the Amer- 
icans for protection, and so did Japan 
during her war with China. Besides this, 
Consul Hixson spent hundreds of dollars 
out of.his own pocket to secure the ar- 
rests, convictions and executions of all 
who took pert in that heartless massacre, 
and the American government hag never 
offered to reimburse him, because it was 
not specially provided for in the red-tape 
diplomatieg ruies and regulations. The 
only extra tribute or compensation pecciv- 
ed by Consul Hixson at the hands of the 
American brethren was a_ criminating,

‘The body of one of the men killed in 
the McDonough wreck last Saturday night 
that has been at Patterson's undertaking 
establishment for the past three days, has 
been identified as that of a man named 
Capreian, a traveling man from New 
York. 

Mr. Caprelian’s brother will arrive in 
Atlanta from New York this morning to 
claim the bedy and take it home for 


burial. 

Mr. Caprelian’s body was at first i ten- 
tified as that of W. H. Jensen, a Mormon 
elder. The identification was denied by 
Jensen personally. Elder Sorrensen, of the 
Mormon church, then said that the body 
was thatofa man named Bennisen, but 
when President Rich, of the Chattanooga, 
church, stated that there was no such 
man in the Mormon church in Georgia, 
this hypothesis fell through. President 
Rich came down from Chattanooga and 
examined the body yesterday morning but 
failed to identify it. 

It was afterward identified as that of 
Mr. Caprelian, 

W. W. Zapp, who was thought to be on 
the wrecked train and who was reported 
loet, denies the report. He declines pos- 
itively to be dead. The Constitution re- 
ceived from him iast night the following 
dispatch sent from Montgomery: 

“Am not dead but very much alive. 
Changed my route.’’ 

Mr. Zapp evidently feels that the reports 
of his death have been greatly exaggor- 
ated. 

Mrs. L. Bennett, of 21 Formwalt 
street, fears that her brother, John J. 
Larkin, was on the ill-fated train and 
lost his life 

Larkin’'s home is in Darien, Ga. He 
is a painter by trade, and has recently 
been working in Mobile. He wrote his 
sister that he expected to come to Al- 
lanta Saturday night; that he was going 
from Mobile to Macon and would take the 
train for Atlanta there. Since that time 
nothing has been heard from him. 

Larkin was a man of medium weight, 
about five feet, seven inches high. He 
had dark brown hair and wore a sandy 
mustache. He was thirty-seven years of 
age. 

The widow of John Brantley, the fire- 
man of the lost train, whose body has 
not been recovered, has employed Burton 
Smith to take such cteps as are neces- 
sary to aid har tn recovering the body 
if possibla Bhe feared that the railway 
men who are clearing up the scene of the 
disaster and rebuilding the track and cul- 
vert would not search as carefully for the 
body of her lost husband as they might. 

Mr. Smith went down to the scene of 
tha wreck yesterday. lie said on his 
return last night that he had been as- 
sured by a Southern official that nothing 
would be left undone to secure the bodies 
of all the wreck victims and that he, Mr. 
Smith, would be offered every aid in the 
search for Brantley’s dead body. 

It is feared that his body may have been 
one of the charred remains interred at 
McDonough.

GOSSIP OF PRESS ABOUT. 


PEOPLE AND EVENIS 


Martin J. Rrstell, one of the veteran 
newspaper men of this country, has 
passed away. At the time of his death 
he was editor of The Chicago Chronicle. 
One of Mr. Russell’s editorials that cre- 
ated a sensation throughout the country 
was his biting arraignment upon the 
death of Jay Gruld. As an editorial 
writer Mr. Russell developed a peculiar 
style and utterance that stamped his 
writings. At the age of nineteen he bo 
came a reporter on the old Chicago Even- 
ing Post. Within a year he was city 
editor, and served for two years. In 1873 
he went over to Wilbur F. Etorey’s Times, 
where he became a paragrapher in the 
days when to be a paragraph writer for 
The Times was to call from a man all 
that was in him of invective, force and 


satire. 
It was in this old school of journaiism 


that Martin J. Russell was graduated. | 


MARTIN J. RUSSELL. 


Of a strong personality, having pro- 
nounced convictions of his own, and under 
the influence of a man who dominated 
everything. 

He became leading editorial writer for 
The Times and remained in that position 
until 1876, when Mr. Storey made hina 
editor of The Evening Telegram. When 
that paper was soon afterwards discon- 
tinued Mr. Russell returned to the edi- 
torial page of The Times. In 1883 he be- 
came leading editorial writer of The 
Chicago Heral&. Then when Carter H. 
Harrison bought The Times Mr. Russell 
went over to it as editor-in-chief. Here 
Mr. Russell found free rein for his edi- 


torial thought, 


While the papers have been printing

SHOULD GET ONE TO TWENTY YEARS 


‘Five Men in the Penitentiary Serving 


Life Sentences for the Crime. 
Two of Them Were Com- 
muted from the Death 
Sentence. 


The records of the state prison depart- 
ment have disclosed a startling irregu- 
larity in sentences administered by the 
superior court upon three men convicted 
of criminal assault. 

It has developed, much to the surprise 
of the prison commission and other offi- 
cilals of the state, -that there are five 
prisoners in the penitentiary serving life 
sentences for the crime mentioned. It ts 
known to those famillar with the Geor- 
gia law that such a sentence is an im- 
possibility, as in case of conviction for 
the crime the law provides the death 
penalty, and where a recommendation to 
the mercy of the court Is made the stat- 
ute says that the defendant shall be sen- 
tenced as for an assault with intent to 
commit an outrage. The limit of this 
sentence is from one to twenty years. 

The names of the two men who are or 
would soon. be the victims of this mistake 
or oversight are: 

GORDON WHITE, Clay county, con- 
victed in 1890; stationed at Jakin camp. 

ALBERT JOHNSON, Jasper county, 
convicted 1893; stationed at Durham 
camp. 

WILLIS GREER, Early county, con- 
victed 1897; stationed at Forgo camp. 

The sentences of the remaining two 
have been explained, They were the re- 
cipients of executive clemency, but even 
in this case, where governors commuted 
the sentencé from death to life imprison- 
ment, it is held to be a question by some 
officials whether or not the commutation 
should not have conformed to the stat- 
utory limitation. The men whose sen- 
tences were commuted from death to life 
imprisonment by Governor Gordon and 
Governor Northen, respectively, are: 

KIT BUSTON, Coweta county, convict- 
ed 1890; stationed at Canda camp. 

COOPER SMITH, Muscogee county, 
convicted 1893; stationed at Kramer camp. 

They Must Be Resentenced. 

The officials of the state to whose at- 
tention the matter has been called are 
entirely at a loss to know how such a 
State of affairs should have come about. 
Since no one of the three convicts has 
been in the penitentiary longer than ten 
Years, it is presumed that no injustice 
has been done any of them, so far, but 
there will be no delay in rectifying the 
error. The attention of-Attorney General 
Joseph M. Terrell was called to the sen- 
tence yesterday and that official advised 
the prison commission to communicate 
with the solicitors of the different cir- 
cuits in which the sentences were render- 
é€d and have them investigated. It Is 
thought possible that they are the result 
of clerical errors or possibly oversight on 
the part of solicitors general and judges. 
However they came about, the only 
action that can be taken will be to bring 


the three men before the courts that sen- "= 


tenced them and have them resentenced 


‘according to the law. 


Gordon White, of Clay county, ts the 
Only white man of the three who re- 
ceived the illegal Hfe sentence. White 
Was sentenced by Judge Sheffield, of the 
Pataula circuit, or by some judge who 
Was presiding for the time in his place. 
Willis Greer, of Early, also received the 
Bentence in the Pataula circuit. Albert 
Johnson was sentenced in the Jasper 
county court, presided over by Judge 
Jenkins. 

All three of the men were recommended 
to the mercy of the court by the jury 
and when they are resentenced they must 
receive a term in the penitentiary of from 
one to twenty years, in the discretion of 
the judge. The time they have already 
served will be placed to their credit and 
In case their new sentences are for more 
than ten years, which they will probably 
be, no injustice will have been done them. 


What the Statute Says. 

The statutes governing sentences for 
criminal assault are as follows: 

Section 4350—The crime of rape shall be 
punished with death, unless the defendant be 
recommended to mercy by the jury, tn which 
Case the punishment shall be the same as for 
assault with intent to commit a rape. 

Section 435!1—An assault with intent to 
commit a rape shall be punished by impris- 
@nment at hard labor in the penitentiary for 
ret less than one year nor longer than twenty 
frers. 

*. the cases of Cooper Smith and Kit

The principal matter before the com- 
mittee was the resolution or Dr, Longino, 
councilman from West End, which pro- 
vided for the laying of sidewalks on Lee 
Street from Greensferry avenue to the 
city limits.

The resolution is of importance, as it 
settles a question with which the council 
has been dealing for some time. Dr. Lon- 
gino’s first resolution provided that the 
city was to pay for the readjusting of 
the sidewalks, as there are at present 
walks on nearly all streets df West End, 
They. are, however, narrow and the reso- 
lution provided that these narrow walks 
be taken up and replaced with the reg- 
ulation size. 

As the property owners had already 
paid for sidewalks, Dr. Longino and other 
members of the council thought that they 
should not be made to pay for readjust- 
ing. A fight was made against tHe first 
resolution in the aldermanic board by 
Alderman Welch and he won his fight. 
The paper was sent back to the council 
and was re-referred to the street com- 
mittee. After considerable discussion Dr. 
Longino introduced his second resolution, 
which was considered yesterday after- 
noon by the street committee. The action 
was favorable and the matter will now 
probably go through both the council and 
the aldermanic board.

A LARUE SLICE 

Georgia Troops To Receive $29- 
U00 ftom Government 


OFFICIALS HIGHLY PLEASED 


LLL 


Appropriation Is the Largest Ever Given 
to Georgla 


DEPARTMENT ASKS INFORMATION 


It Is Believed a Twofold Purpose 
Inspired the Request for the 
@VNumber of Troops That 
Are Now Under 
Arms. 


Georgia’s share of the military appro- 
priation from the federal government to 
be apportioned on July ist will be be- 
tween $28,000 and $30,000, or more than 
twice as much as was ever before geceived 
in one year, 

The adjutant general of the state has 
notified the war department that the 
Georgia militia includes 4,573 men. This 
is understood to be the best showing made 
by any state in the south below Virginia. 

With the increased federal appropria- 
tion Governor Candler will complete the 
work of supplying the troops with new 
uniforms; forty men to a company having 
already been provided with uniforms by 
the state, 

The officers of tho militia believe that 
appropriation by congress will put the 
troops of the state upon ah equal foot- 
ing with any of the national guard in 
the country. 

The war department is now. proceeding 
with the work of apportioning out to the 
several states the increased appropriation 
made by congress for the national guard. 
It will be recalled that after a hard fight 
in the house near the close of the session 
the appropriation was raised from $400,000 
to $1,000,000: this to be divided out among 
the states according to the number of 
troops under their control. 

Troops Have Increased. 

Georgia has thad approximately 4,900 
men under arms for the last few years 
and on this showing, which is, by the 
way, sixth best in the United States, she 
has received $11,213.36 annually. This un- 
der the old appropriation. 

The apportionment of the increased ap- 
propriation for 1900 is to be made on July 
ist and under it Georgia will receive at 
leest $29,000, mere than twice as much 
ag was ever received by the state from the 
federal government before. Assistant Ad- 
jutant General Phill. Byrd, in his state- 
ment to the war department, shows that 
Georgia has several hundred more men 
under arms than at any time in recent 
years. The number includes five regi- 
ments of infantry. one of cavalry and 
two batteries of artillery. It shows as an 
incident that in case volunteers already 
organized are later called for to go to 
China Georgia in point if numbers 
and equipment will stand alongside of 
New York, Pennsylvania and Illinois. 

An appropriation of $27,000 for the state 
militia comes at an opportune moment, 
when it is most needed to aid in the re- 
organization started by Governor Cand- 
ler. Already a majority of the troops have 
been provided with new uniforms; the 
state is paying the rent of the armories 
and all expected of the militia is that it 
move promptly when the governor dli- 
rects it so to do. 

Since the Spanish-American war the 
Washington authorities had no accurate 
knowledge of the militia strength of the 
country. This is particularly true in the 
south. where the recent war made and 
unmade regiments almost weekly. A good 
many officials believe therefore that the 
war department had a two-fold purpose 
in ascertaining the military strength in 
the states so that in case an actual ex- 
istence of war develops in China and 
American interests there demanded a 
larce foree for the protection the authori- 
ties would know at once on what states 
they could rely.

Wheeler Murder Case Was Sus- 
pended Yesterday, 


WILL BE RESUMED TODAY 


Several Witnesses Testify as to Who 
Flred the First Shot 


LORENA ADMITS HER REAL NAME 


Only Eye Witness Says That Ham- 
brick Assaulted Wheeler with a 
Revolver and Then Tried 
To Shoot Him to 
Death. 


Complete exhaustion on the part of one 
of the attorneys for the defense yes- 
terday afternoon brought a sudden halt 
to the trial of ike Wheeler, charged 
with the killing of his one-time partner, 
John O, Hambrick, The trial will be 
resumed this morning at 8:30 o’clock, and 
it is expected that the examination of a 
large number of witnesses will consume 
the greater part of the morning. 

The case was called for trial before 
Judge John 8. Candler in the criminal 
branch of the superior court at an early 
hour. Witness after witness was called 
to the.stand and examined and the evi- 
dence was slowly but surely piled up. 
At 5 o’clock D. W. Rountree, leading 
counsel for the defense, announced to the 
court that he was exhausted and could 
not proceed with the trial. ; 

Judge Candler thought that the case 
might proceed by permitting L. Z. Rosser, 
who was associated with Mr. Rountree in 
the case, to conduct the defense’s side. 
Mr. Rosser stated that he had only come 
into the case upon short notice and had 
not had time in which to familiarize him- 
self with the names of his witnesses. 
He stated that if the court insisted he 
would proceed. 

The court decided to continue the trial 
until 7:30 o’clock this morning, but W. J. 
Albert, counsel for the prosecution, asked 
that the time be put to the regular 
hour of the opening of court. He an- 
nounced that his child was critically ill 
and that he had been compelled to be 
up several nights in succession. On that 
showing Judge Candler stated that he 
would take up the case again at 8:30 
o’clock this morning. 

Jury Hard To Get. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced 
in getting the necessary twelve men to 
serve as a jury. Four panels of jurors 
had to be called before the jury was 
r:ade up. Out of the first panel ecnly 
four men were secured. From the sec- 
cnd and third panels seven jurors were 
secured, while Lawrence G. Mitchell, the 
first man called tn panel No. 4 was ac- 
ceptable to both sides. He completed the 
jury. 

John §8. Parks, who was among the 
last jurors called, when asked the usual 
question regarding his views on the mat- 
ter of capital punishment, stated that he 
was not opposed to that method of pun- 
isbment except In cases where the evi- 
dence was purely circumstantial. The 
defense thought he should be excused 
from serving on the jury in view of this 
statement. 

The next juror called, C. D. Dickinson, 
announced that his view of the matter 
vas similar to that expressed by Mr. 
Parks. The defense accepted him, how- 
ever, and he made up ths tenth man and 
the other necessary jurors were secured 
in a comparatively short time.

The Trial Begins. 

At abdéut 10 o’clock the real trial began. 
Attorneys D. W. Rountree and lL. Z. Ros- 
ser were to represent the defense, while 
Attornev W. J. Albert was to assist Solic- 
itor C. D. Hill in the prozecution. When 
the witnesses were called up to be sworn 
it appeared as if the entire courtroom 
hac been summ ned. 

Dr. H. & Hansell, one of the Grady 
hespital surgeons, was called to the stand 
as the first witness. 

He stated that on the evening of June 
Sth he had assisted in an examination of 
John C, Hambrick, who had been shot. 
The doctor said he found a wound te- 
tween the ninth and terth ribs and that 
Hambrick was suffering from a severe 
shock. He stated that the man was 
alive and rational. Dr. Hansell testi- 
fied that Hambrick hal been brought to 
the hospital about midnicht and . died 


about 6 o'clock the following afternoon. [ 


The defense did not cross examine the 
witness. 

Dr. Jabez Jones testified that he had 
setn Hambrick soon after the man was 
shot and found him suffering from a 
shock. Officer 8. J. Coogler was next 
called and stated he had know both 
Hambrick and Wheeler for years and .n 
the night of the shooting was on Deca- 
tur street near No. 48% He heard two 
shots, ran to the stairway and when he 
struck a match, saw Hambrick doubled

up with a revolver clutched in both hands 
and looking down the stairs. 

He asked Hambrick ‘what was the mat- 
ter, and received the answer: “I'm shot.”’ 
According to the witness, Hambrick 
stated that Wheeler had shot him and 
had run down the stairs. The wounded 
man then sank to the floor ani told the 
officer about the shooting. In brief the 
story was to the effect that Hambrick 
came up stairs to Lorena Wheeler's 
roo knocked at the door, was admitted 
and entered. According to his statement 
Wheeler was in the room and opened fire. 
Hambrick fell and Wheeler ran cver his 
body and out into the hall. Hambrick 
fired at Wheeler as the latter ran, but 
did not know whether or not his aim 
had been true. 

Dr. Hunter P. Cooper testified to per- 


forming an operation the day fvllowing 
the shooting for the purpose of finding 
the bullet. 

Other Witnesses Heard. 

Gordon Noel Hurtel, of The Constitu- 
tion, was then called to the stand. Ha 
testified that on the night of the shootirg 
he was standing at the corner of Deca- 
tur and Loyd streets talking to Captain 
Jennings and Sergeant McCurdy. tie 
heard two shots and ran across the street 
in the direction of the sound. When the 
witness reached the top of the steps he 
found a man lying cown in the hail with 
a pistol in his hand, 

Witness was acked by one of the ofh- 
cers to hold the steps and prevent any 
cne from getting out of the house while 
a search was being made for theone whvu 
did the shooting. While he was holding 
the steps he talked with Hambrick and 
the man .told him that Wheeler had shot 
him and ran. Hambrick, so said the wit- 
ress, stated that Wheeler was in bed in 
the room when he entered) and began 
shooting at once. Mr, Hurtel testilica 
that he had sighted the two holes In the 
partition to ascertain if possible what po- 
sition the man who made them was in. 
He had to lie down on the floor near the 
dresser. 

Mrs. Ida Rice stated she roomed on the 
same floor on which the shooting oc- 
curred. She was sitting on the side of 
her bed when she heard a shot, and the 
sound as if some one had fallen to the 
floor. Witness heard some one cry out: 
“Oh, my God you have killed me’ or 
“Don’t kilt me.” She was not positive 
as to which expression was used. She 
heard another shot and the sound of some 
one running out. 

Followed Dog’s Baying. 

Officer P. J. Whitley said that he was 
down Decatur street when he heard the 
two shots and ran up toward Ivy street. 
He saw a man running’ down Ivy and 
heard a voice exclaim: ““‘There he goes.”’ 
He made chase, but the man disappeared 
up Line street. He heard a dog baying 
and went to investigate. Striking a 
light he saw Wheeler lying face down on 
a large block of stone. Wheeler's own 
deg stood on his master’s body and was 
barking. 

Witness had to drive the animal off. 
He asked Wheeler what was the matter. 
Wheeler stated thet he was shot, and 
said Harbrick had done it. When taken 
to the light the officer found a small 
bump on Wheeler's forehead and there 
was some blood. He raid: “Ike, is there 
& woman mixed up in ‘his affair”’ and 
received an affirmative enswer. Sergeanr 
F’. M. McCurdy. identified the Smith & 
Wesson pistol as the one taken from 
Hambrick. He said he had not examined 
the other revolver. 

A, H. Hambrick, a brether of the dead 
man, When called to the witness chair, 
testified that on the morning after the 
shcoting he had talked with his brother 
at the Grady hospital. His brother told 
him he was aware of his condition and 
that he knew he cowld rot live. The wit- 
ness declared that his brother told him 
Wheeler had shot him. He said his 
brother was not excited and was perfect- 
ly rational.

For the play (and the statement is 
made only after a mental note of others 
of its kind that have been seen tn At- 
lanta during the past few seasons, and is 
not a meaningless generalization) is with- 
out question the best farce comedy that 
has been seen in this city in years. This 
is not fulsome flattery. In refutation of 
such a suggestion one has but to remem- 


ber that ‘The Magistrate’ is from the pen 


of Pinero, one of the most polished of 
English playwrights, whose productions 
even when he essays such somber plays 
as “The Second Mrs. Tanqueray,’’ are in- 
variably marked by a delicacy of*humor 
that is irresistible. In this instance the 
name is a hall mark. 

It is a distinct mistake to think that 
the writing of a farc® comedy is an easy 
task. The failure or premature death 
during the past few seasons of countless 
plays designated by that term bear wit- 
ness to the truth of this statement. The 
dramatist too often mistakes horse play 
or suggestive vulgarity for humor, and 
it is rare that the lines are not loosely 
written and devoid of refinement. This 
light estimate in which the farce comedy 
seems to be held by the playwrights of 
the present day is cause for regret when 
one its possibilities as a me- 
dium of theatric experience. “‘The Mag-

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QUEER FOOTPADS 
WANTED BY POLICE 


Hold-ups by a Trio of Strange Female 
Bandits. 


ARREST YESTERDAY MORNING 


They Use Bricks and Bars of Irons 
as Weapons. 


AFFAIR KNOWN TO POLICE SEVERAL DAYS 


Several Citizens Were Held Up and 
Made To Deliver Their Personal 
Effects—Arrest Yesterday.

The pelice yesterday morning made an 
arrest of a young negro girl who is alleged 
to belong to one of the queerest and odd- 
est gangs of outlaws and highway rob- 
bers that ever infegted any city. 

The story is regarded as what might 
be termed a. ludicrous sensation. 

For many “days the authorities 
have been receiving a lot of letters com- 
plaining of citizens being held up in ihe 
fourth ward and-in the vicinity of Au- 
burn avenue and Courtland street, These 
communications etated that 
three negro Women would waylay citizens 
in dark places and with bricks and pieces 
of iron, hold them up and take what the 
victims had. 

Investigation proved that such hold-ups 
were going on and that several peopie, 
men and women, had been attacked by 
this trio of footpads. In two instances 
the three female bandits had been so bold 
as to assault a man and a woman because 
they didn’t “hands up” quick enough to 
suit the queer highwaymen, or rather 
highway-women., 

Serreant McCurdy took the matter un- 
der his special dire tion.

Nellie admitted she was a chronic loaf- 
er, but rolled up the white of her eyes 
and said: ‘I hain’t no footpad, needer.”’ 

Recorder Broyles said he did not think 
there was sufficient evidence to show that 
Nellie had been highwaying it for a lv- 
ing, but he would find her for loafing. 
She will be in the stockade for two weeks. 

The police are still watching for the 
trio of outlaws, and if the hold-ups with 
brick and iron bars continue the three 
queer bandits will be bagged.

HE sharp crack of a pistol on White- 

hall Wednesday afternoon between 3 

and 4 o'clock created a sensation, but 
the excitement then was nothing like 
what was occasioned later by the arrest 
of the county policeman who 4!@ the 
shooting. 

A dty polifeman arrested the county 
policeman and tmmediately there arose 
a mighty question: Did a county police 
man have the right to shoot a pistol with- 
in the city Mmits?

County Policeman W, A. Wright 
had been petitioned to end the rabid ca- 
nine’s life to save the lives of tha neople 
on the street. 

The bullet from hig pistol ricochetted 
on the gtreet pavement and ahied into a 
door. The city police- 
man claimed that Officer Wright had 
risked many lives of innocent taxpayers 
in order to get a shot at.a supposed dog 
with the rabies.- The county policeman 
claimed that Wright was all right when 
he took the shot and that he had a legal 
right to blaze away at a mad dog in the 
city if by so dotnge he geaved the lives of 
human beings. The question about the 
county policeman’s marksmanship also 
got tangled in the meshes of propositions. 
The county police said Wright had hit 
the target and that the dog got ft in the 
neck. The city police sald Wright missed 
the dog #0 far that he (the dog) didn’t 
know what was being shot at. 

It is well and advisable to go fnto the 
detaile of this affair, for the internecine 
legal war between the opposing arma- 
ments of city and county police has been 
raging hotly. 

A few days ago a New York paper, 
through the plot of a local sensational 
tragedy, propounded the stupendous ques- 
tion whether it was right for a man to 
save his drowning wife by sacrificing his 
drowning child. It was a life for a life 
and the man saved the wife and let the 
child drown. 

This story, s5 the county police claim, 
almost had a counterpart in the police 
dog affair in Atlanta if you just gubsti- 
tute the pistol for the water and put the 
dog’s life against the life of some {nno- 
cent pedestrian in the gtreet. It Was a 
life for a Mfe and the county cop took 
the dog’s life, or rather, he did his levei 
best to do 60.

CROP BULLETIN SHOWS 
GENERAL CONDITION 


The crop bulletin issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington gives 
a good general idea of the situation 
throughout the country, and shows the 
damage dcne by rain in the south The 
report follows: 

The south Atlantic and the central east- 
ern portions of the gulf states, includ-ng 
portions of the central Mississippi and 
lower Ohio valleys, have suffered much 
from heavy rairs, while the severe 
drought over the northern portion of the 
spring wheat region continues unbroken, 
only light shewers having fallen over 
limited areas. In the states of the lower 
Missouri valley and on the middle At- 
lantic coast the weather conditions were 
highly faverable, and generally favorable 
conditions prevailed on the Pacific coast, 
except In the upper Sacramento valley, 
where rains caused some damage. 

Corn haa made favorable progress in 
the great corn states of the centra] val- 
leys and is in a good state of cultivation, 
except in portions of the central Missis- 
sippi and Ohio valleys, where many fields 
are weedy. In the southern states east 
of the Mississippi river corn has suffered 
seriously from excessive rains and is bad- 
ly in need of cultivation. 

In Oklahoma, Kansas, Nebraska and 
portions of Missouri wiater wheat harvest 
has continued under favorable conditions, 
but in the central Mississippi and Ohto 
valleys it has been interrupted by heavy 
rains, which have also caused much
